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PROMINENT REFORM LEADER, 
DR. JOSEPH RAUCH, IS DEAD 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (NJP) — 
Dr. Joseph Rauch, whose tenure 
as rabbi of Temple Adath Is- 
rael and as a public servant 
hereabouts was measured in de- 
cades rather than in years, died 
early the morning of Feb. 18. 

Dr. Rauch was more than a 
Reform rabbi serving a temple 
in a local community; he was 
a voice of Judaism and civic 
virtue on a national scale. 

Although one of the founders 
of the American Council of 
Judaism, he later became one 
of Israel’s outspoken advocates. 

For example, a number of 
years ago, when Louisville’s 
Catholic Archbishop John 
Floersh wanted someone to tee 
off a $2,500,000 campaign to 
build a mental hospital, Dr. 
Rauch was called upon.

No ‘Precise Guarantee’ Being 
Offered by US, Eban Asserts

WASHINGTON — While the threat of economic sanctions 
against Israel blooms again on the international scene being de- 
bated by the United Nations and deplored in the Congress of the 


United States, 


David Ben-Gurion and his Cab- 
inet. His recall was recommend- 
ed by Foreign Minister Golda 
Meir, who remained in New 
York to represent Israel at the 
UN. 

EBAN’S DEPARTURE fol- 
lowed a week end of consulta- 
tion with Secretary Dulles on 
the United States proposal for 
Israel’s withdrawal from Aqaba 
and Gaza. Following his meet- 
ing with Dulles, Eban expressed 
his country’s appreciation for 
the spirit of the United States 
proposal but pointed out that 
it lacked “a precise guarantee” 
of free aceess to Aqaba as well 
as firm assurances that UN 
forces would remain there un- 
til a peace settlement between 
Israel and Egypt was arranged. 
Eban requested a clarification 
of the United States position re- 
garding Israel’s right to access 
to the Suez Canal once that 
waterway is opened. 

The State Department propos- 
al to Israel stated that on 
“prompt and unconditional’ Is- 
rael withdrawal from Egyptian 
territory the United States 
would: 

1. “Use its. best efforts” to 
have UN forces stationed in 
Gaza to prevent “armed _infil- 
tration” across armistice lines; 

2. Support the principle that 
the Gulf of Aqaba is in inter- 
national waters and consequent- 
ly the right to free and innocent 
Passage in the gulf and through 
the Strait of Tiran should ‘be 
exercised by the shipping of all 
nations; 

3. Exercise the right of “free 
and innocent passage” of Amer- 
ican vessels through Aqaba and 
“join with others to secure gen- 
eral recognition of this right.” 

EBAN EXPRESSED Israel’s 
lack of confidence that Egypt 
will not continue to block Is- 
rael’s shipping in the gulf should 


Israel’s Ambassador Abba Eban returned to his 
country Tuesday “to report on the situation” to Prime Minister 





Israel withdraw without precise 
guarantees. He based his gov- 
ernment’s feeling on past expe- 
rience during which Egypt had 
bolecked Israeli shipping. The 
ambassador disclosed his coun- 
try’s willingness for positive ac- 
tion in Gaza by strong efforts 
to raise the standard of living 
for its residents and by contrib- 
uting both by the payment of 
compensation and in actual set- 
tlement of part of the popula- 
tion to the Arab refugee prob- 
lem. However, he pointed out 
that Israel’s security demands 
that it maintain civilian control 
in Gaza but willingly accept the 
UN as a. partner. 

Eban assured Dulles, in trans- 
mitting his country’s reply, that 
his government does not seek 
or claim “any belligerent rights 
against Egypt, and that it un- 
dertakes to abstain on the basis 
of reciprocity, from any hostile 
act whatever against Egypt.” 


ISRAEL’S REPLY to United 
States proposals was termed 
negative by White House press 
secretary James Hagerty. He 
released a statement by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower urging Israel 
to accept the United States pro- 
posals, stressing that these 
were “the maximum assurances” 
Israel can reasonably expect 
“or that can be reconciled with 
fairness to others.” According 
to informed sources, the admin- 
istration is unwilling to risk 
further commitments to Israel 
that may alienate the goodwill 
of the Arab nations it believes 
it has established as a _ conse- 
quence of King Saud’s recent 
visit here. While it is believed 
that the United States would 
abstain from voting on sanc- 
tions, the President’s statement 
emphasized this country’s sup- 
port for the UN. This has been 
interpreted by many to imply 
that the Unittd States would 





support UN sanctions against 
Israel if she continues to refuse 
to withdraw from Egyptian ter- 
ritory. 

Foreign Minister Meir told a 
nationwide audience Sunday on 
“College Press Conference” that 
Israel would withdraw her 
troops within an ‘hour if the 
United States would guarantee 
free shipping “to all nations” in 





Dulles Won't Answer, 
May Yield On Sanctions 
WASHINGTON (NJP) — 
Secretary of State Dulles re- 
fused to answer a Jewish 
POST question regarding 
sanctions for Israel when 
he held his press conference, 
because of his scheduled 
meeting later in the week 
with the President and Con- 

gressional leaders. 

He spent some time dis- 
cussing sanctions, giving 
rise to belief that the Ad- 
ministration might be plan- 
ning a retreat on the mat- 
ter of sanctions, if he can 
find a face-saving device. 





Aqaba; or if Egypt and Israel 
made peace; or if a treaty guar- 
anteeing free shipping could be 
signed by Egypt, Saudi Arabia, 
Jordan and Israel; or if UN 
forces would be stationed so 
that the waterway of Aqaba 
would be opened. 
AMBASSADOR Eban’s_ sud- 
den recall to Israel made it 
necessary for him to postpone 
an address scheduled for Mon- 
day at Georgetown university. 
He was invited to speak at a 
series that has featured Know- 
land and he would have been 
followed by Senator Mansfield 
the next week. It is unlikely 
that Eban will return in time 
to be on the TV “Meet the 
Press” program this Sunday, 
for which he was scheduled. 
The United States was charged 
with initiating a proposal of 
sanctions by India’s Krishna 
Menon. In answer to a question 
on sanctions on Israe] put to 
him on “Meet the Press” he 
said, “Let us see what the Unit- 


ed States has to say about it. 
May I remind you of onething, 
that it was the United States 
that proposed sanctions by the 
Security Council in the first 
instance. Before this matter 
came to the Assembly, the Unit- 
ed States resolution, that in 
terms and without any equivo- 


cations, proposed _ sanctions 
against Egypt’s further inva- 
sion.” 


BORIS STERN, labor expert 
and economist now a consultani 
on productivity to the govern- 
ment of Israel, painted a dire 
picture of what might happen 
to Israel in the event of econom- 
ic sanctions.. He pointed out 
that all the technical assistance 
programs would be affected; 
German_ reparations would 
cease; UJA aid would be froz- 
en; and Israel Bond sales would 
be discontinued. 

Israel might exist under these 
conditions, but it would set her 
back terribly, Stern said. He 
pointed out that all the gains 
of the past 15 years would be 
stopped. However, he expressed 
the belief that there will be no 
sanctions and the hope that Is- 
rael would take the risk of test- 
ing both the United States and 
the United Nations by accepting 
the United States proposals and 
withdrawing from Egyptian ter- 
ritory. 

In describing Israel's effici- 
ency, Mr. Stern observed that 
compared to the Arab nations 
her efficiency is very high’ in- 
deed, but compared to Western 
standards, Israel's efficiency still 
is below par. Mr. Stern told the 
audience that according to Unit- 
ed States geological experts it 
has definitely been determined 
that Israel is a potential source 
of large oil deposits. Continu- 
ous efforts to locate these de- 
posits are going on, financed by 
Canadian and American capital. 
Should oil be located in large 
amounts in Israel in the near 
future, the consequences to Is- 
rael’s security are obvious and 
a new era in her development 
would begin, he added.

The congress contends that

THE STUDY asserts that the} 
“Zionist movement has _ had lit- 
tle influence among Egyptian 
Jews,” who constitute a_ tiny 
minority of only 50,000 among 
Bgypt’s 22 million population. 

“The number of Jews affect- 
ed by the acts of internment, 
expulsion and sequestration is

THE CONGRESS documents 
its charges with a mass of data, 
including eyewitness accounts by 
vigtims of persecution, journal- 
ists’ -reports, diplomatic find- 
ings, and official Egyptian doc- 
uments, 

The findings of “The Black 
Record” were used by the con- 
gress as a basis for renewing 
its appeal to President Eisen- 
hower to intervene with Egypt 
to halt the oppression of Jews, 
to offer American haven to 
Jews expelled from Egypt, and 
to have the United States dele- 
gation to the United Nations 
“take the lead” in pressing for 
action against Egyptian viola- 
tions of human rights.

Here’s An-AMLI Plan To Sate 


Israelis’ Huna 
With Perfect

For some time following the establishment of Israel, certain 
pursuits in that fledgling state operated under the restriction of 


severe need. 


Ofie was the field of music, traditionally and par- 


ticularly the affinity of the Jewish people. 


As late as 1950, musicians, stu- 
dents and audiences in Israel 
suffered because the physical 
material for their aesthetic sat- 
isfaction was not available. Pos- 
session of a piano by a settle- 
ment or a _ school became a 
treasured thing; the teaching of 
music was limited by lack of 
sheet music and _ instruments; 
the small repertoires of orches- 
tras and radio stations desper- 
ately needed addition of .musi- 
eal scores and recordings; vis- 
iting artists had no adequate 
equipment to use, 


A VISITOR to Israel made 
this comment: 

“One of the most vivid im- 
pressions brought back .. . is 
the hunger of the people for 
music. It tightens the throat to 
see the Israeli pioneers willing 
to make any required sacrifice 
to attend a concert—weary from 
their day’s labors, dressed in 
their working clothes, yet lis- 
tening with an interest and un- 
derstanding that approaches 
reverence—finding in the world 
of melody the physical and spir- 
itual refreshment they need to 
face today’s problems and _ to- 
morrow’s tasks.” 


ISRAEL DID not manufac- 
ture musical instruments at all, 
and very little else pertaining 
to music. Of import funds there 
were none, and only a few in- 
struments, a few scores, tric- 
kled in, 

In 1950, Mr. and Mrs. Max 
Targ of Chicago, who had re- 
turned from a visit to Israel 
deeply affected by its cultural 
problems, founded Americans 
for a Music Library in Israel 
(AMLI), a non-profit associa- 
tion for the amelioration of the 
conditions which they found 
prevalent throughout the land. 


A WORKING agreement was 
arranged with the state of Is- 
rael through its ministry of ed- 
ucation and culture; an Israel 
board of trustees was set up, 
and in this country a Mamber 
of directors, board of governors 
and an advisory council, all 
bearing illustrious names in ed- 
ucation, culture and music from 
both countries. 

Before long, a Central Library 
of Music was established in Tel 
Aviv as a direct result of the 
donations of more than $150,000 
in instruments, sheet music, 
cores, orchestrations, 
records, books 


concer- 
tos, symphonies, 
and literature on music, which 
was sent across. Among the in- 
Struments were six concert 
grand pianos, three organs, 24 
upright pianos, large quantities 
of professiona] band and orche- 
tra instruments, phonographs,

accordions, tape recorders, drum 
and bugle corps outfits and in- 
numerable_ beginners’ and 
rhythm instruments of all kinds. 


OPERATED JOINTLY by the 
ministry and the city of Tel 
Aviv, the library is open to the 
public daily under the supervi- 
sion of a competent librarian. 
More than 150 different institu- 
tions and agencies today use its 
facilities. Ethnologists are re- 
cording for the first time cen- 
turies-old music and folk songs, 
using tape recorders sent by 
AMLI. 

AMLI receives its funds by 
voluntary contributions, and it 
is possible to become an asso- 
ciate, sponsor, patron or friend 
of the association by writing to 
AMLI at 425 S.- Wabash ave., 
Chicago. 


HOWEVER, our purpose to- 
day lies in another direction. 

AMLI has never before, to 
our knowledge, conducted an ex- 
tensive campaign. This, today, 
is the first, we believe, and we 
place our trust in your ability 
to make it succeed, since in some 
respects it is unique. 

AMLI is asking for musical 
instruments in perfect condition, 
or for the funds to purchase 
them. Also needeq are quanti- 
ties of the other items, such as 
a library of classical music or 
books dealing with music. But 
the donation of these must be 
negotiated with AMLI who will 
obtain from Israel a list of spe- 
cifie needs. 


NOW, THE instruments, 

Listed on this page are urgent 
AMLI requirements, the quan- 
tity desired and the prevailing 
retail price for eath instrument. 

Unless the ones you wish to 
give are brand new, or in ex- 
cellent condition even if slightly 
used, AMLI would prefer that 
you contribute in funds rather 
than in kind. 

If you do send an instrument, 
it should be packed carefully, 
to avoid damage in transit, and 
addressed to Jay Storage and 
Packing Co., 120 King st., New 
York, N.Y., clearly marked “For 
Ministry of Education and Cul- 
ture, AMLI.Board of Trustees, 
6 293rd. st., Tel Aviv, Jaffa, Is- 
rael.”

Israelis Prefer 


To Stay In Israel 
WASHINGTON (WNS) 
Israelis in 1956 have used 
only 70 of the 100 visas to 
which their country is enti- 
tled under existing immigra- 

tion laws. 

This was disclosed in a 
State Department report 
which said that, in addition 
to the 70 quota visas, some 
149 non-quota visas were 
issued to visiting Israelis.

LAWRENCE, Kan.—A_ Chris- 
tian long-time friend of Herman 
Cohen, president of the Jewish 
Community Center here, has 
launched on his own a cam- 
paign to raise money to remodel 
and refurnish the Center.

Housed in the San Antonio public library, of which Mr. Hertzberg was a board member, is his 
famous collection of circusiana known the world over as the Harry Hertzberg circus collection. 


TEXANS MAY well be justi- 
fied for bragging on this par- 
ticular point, for this circus col- 


lection 
as the largest and most com- 
plete of its kind in the world, 
embracing 32 departments in 
all. 
Harry Hertzberg, a man of 
varied interests, spent 20 years 
building up his collection. A 
Jawyer, he once served in Con- 
gress, A musician, he played 
the violin. A book collector, he 
amassed 8,000 rare volumes, and 
this collection, too, he gave to 
the public library, plus enough 
money to raise the total to 9,000. 

A Jew, he belonged to Temple 
Beth El] here. Last, but not least, 
he devoted much energy to his 
circus collection. 


is famed far and wide 


THE CIRCUS collection rep- 
resents every department of 
that vanishing business. There 
are about 20,000 objects, and 
the custodian constantly gets 
requests from Hollywood for in- 
formation on old-time circus 
folks and on Wild West show 
people. 

One example of the collec- 
tion’s completeness was in its 
handling of a request from a 
Florida artist working on a 
painting which included’ the 
sidewall of a circus tent. His 
request for information got* not 
only a letter in reply, but even 
pictures of the representations 
he sought, 


TRAVELERS from Europe 





have told the custodian how 
they looked forward to seeing 
the collection as one of the 
highlights of their American 
tours. The collection helped one 
university student write a thesis 
for his master’s degree on cir- 
cus history. 

Perhaps some of the exhibits 
are worth describing here. The 
first object that catches the vis- 
itor’s eye as he enters is the 
Tom Thumb coach. There are 
a number of Tom Thumb ob- 
jects in the collection, includ- 
ing the vest he wore at his wed- 
ding and a piece of the wedding 
cake. 


THE COACH, which P. T. 
Barnum had built over 100 years 
ago, came to the Hertzberg col- 
lection despite Henry Ford’s de- 
it. The Owner knew

of-the-way object in the history 
of vehicles, while Hertzberg 
wanted it because of his love 
for all that belonged to the cir- 
cus.

IRELAND'S Jewish communi- 
ty may eventually lead the Vat- 
ican to recognize the State of 
Israel. The Irish are most sym- 
pathetic to the cause of Israel, 
and both nations became repub- 
lics about the same time. Rabbi 
Jakobovitz feels that this sym- 
pathy for the Jewish struggle 
for freedom will eventually 
make itself felt in Rome through 
the Catholic hierarchy, for Irish 
Catholics are strongly represent- 
ed at the Vatican. 

The Irish have not been suc- 
cessful in their attempts to re- 
vive Gaelic because it was a 
dead language, whereas Israel 
was able to revive Hebrew be- 
cause it lived in the language 
of prayer. 


IT IS THE religious differ- 
ence that has intensified Irish 
Nationalistic feelings, as op- 
posed to the attitude of Scotland 
and Wales, the rabbi contends. 

The Jewish community of 
Ireland numbers about 5,000 and 
is about 100 years old, mainly

“"7 IS fashionable in Ireland 
to be Orthodox,” the rabbi said, 
pointing out that almost all 
Irish Jews are affiliated with 
Orthodox synagogues and that 
about 80 per cent of them buy 
kosher meat. There is one small 
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group, comparative to American 
Conservative Jewry, which was 
organized when Chief Rabbi Isa- 
ac Herzog left for Israel in 1947 
and which calls itself the Pro- 
gressives. 

The chief rabbi facetiously 
apologizes for his lack of Irish 
brogue by explaining that he 
was educated at London univer- 
sity, Jews college and Yeshiva 
Etz Chaim. His first rabbinical 
appointment, at the age of 20, 
was as leader of the Brondes- 
bury synagogue in London. He 
took over as Chief Rabbi Her- 
zog’s successor in the Irish post 
in 1948. 


HUNGARIAN 
RIOTS AGAINST 
JEWS ARE TOLD 


NEW YORK (WNS). — The 
World Jewish Congress, in a 
statement based on a report 
from authoritative Jew- 
ish sources in Hungary, dis- 
closed this week that anti-Jew- 
ish excesses occurred in more 
than 20 Hungarian villages and 
smaller provincial towns during 
the October-November revolt in 
that country. 

The: report quotes witnesses 
in the village of Hajdunanas 
who saw a “mob beat up the 
rabbi and teacher and loot their 
flats.” The. president and. two 
other members of the Jewish 
community, which numbers 8:0, 
reported their houses were. de- 
stroyed by fire. The head of the 
village council warned the Jews 
to leave. A Hungarian rabbi 
reported that a gang invaded a 
Jewish old-age home in Tapio- 
gyoergye, threw the inmates 
out of béd, and abused them. 
In the village of Mandok, seven 
men went on a window-breaking 
spree, shattering the glass in 
the synagogue, the Jewish school 
and in all Jewish dwellings. 
Late the same night, the gang 
broke into the apartment of a 
Jewish woman, assaulted her 
and smashed her furniture. 

A rabbi in Mezoecsat, whose 
windows were smashed on three 
occasions, saiq the “hatred of 
the Jews is mounting. The Jews 
do not feel secure. They want 
to move to Budapest.” 

The president of the Balkany 
kehilla (community) reported 
the security position of the Jews 
“was really desperate. The dem- 
onstrators threatened the lives 
of Jews irrespective of their 
membership in the party.” 

The situation had deteriorated 
to such an extent, the report 
continues, that on Dec. 10, a 30- 
man delegaion from Jewish 
communities in the provinces 
journeyed to Budapest, where 
they told the Central Board of 
Jews in Hungary that anti-Sem- 
itism was raging in their towns 
and villages and that they did 
not dare to return home, 
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Some Israelis See Benefits 
In U. S. Economic Squeeze

HAIFA—Whatever talk may be continuing about sanctions 
against Israel by the time this appears in print, there is no doubt 
that the squeeze has already been applied, and has been in effect 
for some time. Anyone in Israel today can not but be aware of 
the effect of the American boycott. 

Last October when the Sinai campaign began, when Ameri- 
cans were evacuated, and tourists were forbidden to come, the 
excuse was ostensibly security: A great Middle Eastern con- 
flagration was about to break out, and a paternalistic United States 
government was going to be sure that none of its citizens would 
be hurt. A commendable point of view indeed. 


SINCE THEN, however, all genuine danger has disappeared, yet 
the ban on American visitors remains. It is clear, therefore, that 
the restriction is based on political grounds. Visitors with special 
purposes, those who wish to rejoin families, those who have good 
connections with the Republican party, are permitted to get in 
through the American blockade and see how the state of Israel is 
faring, but not so the average tourist. Nor does it help any to be 
told that the same ban applies to Egypt. 

Innocent victims of the situation are the consular and diplo- 
matic staffs of the United States government. Though they con- 
tinue at their jobs in Tel Aviv, Jerusalem and Haifa, their wives 
and children have not yet been permitted to return, and still re- 
main in exile in Cyprus, Greece, France, Italy or elswhere. The 
social columns of the daily papers frequently record the arrivals 
and departures of the unhappy American representatives, as they 
make occasional trips to see their families. 


EVEN WHEN the threat of further sanctions hovered most dan- 
gerously over our heads here, the Israelis were not disturbed. 
There is such complete faith in the justice of the Israel stand, 
that not even torture could induce a change at this time. 

Israelis are prepared to pull their belts as tight as they will 
go, and endure an austerity more far-reaching than any they have 
ever endured, rather than yield at this moment, uncover their 
southern boundaries, and open the way for ultimate certain at- 
tack by the jubilant Egyptians. There is no fear. There is an 
almost blind faith that the conscience of the world must, some- 
how, recognize the true situation, and any pain can ‘be endured 
until that inevitable recognition comes. 

What makes the situation even more difficult than it would 
normally be is the fact that the country is now engaged in ac 
cepting large numbers of Hungarian and Egyptian refugees, They, 
too, are at the moment a drain upon the land’s economy. 

To the extent that they must be housed, fed, clothed, they add 
to the economic problems of the nation, and contribute to the 


to-go around, and it must be shared by more people. 


YET THERE is nota Jew in Israel who would either alter his 
opinion on the political prob‘’ems of the day, or even venture to 
suggest that immigration be halted. 

Prices now are rising steadily, almost daily. We are warned 
that we shall be faced with a rapid drying up of imports. All 
those things which come from abroad, except the ones most es- 
sential to the nation’s life, will disappear from the markets. 

Coffee has already been taxed almost beyond reach. In one 
restaurant today I noted a simple but meaningful indication of 
the trend: Half a spoonful of jam was served with the tea, in- 
stead of sugar. The price of gasoline rose again last week. 

Optimists with the long-range point of view claim to see great 
benefits to the nation’s: economy from an austerity regime. For 
too long, they say, Israel has been expanding with foreign assist- 
ance; the time has now come to live only on what we produce. 


NO GOVERNMENT could introduce that kind of a regime purely 
for economic reasons and hope to survive popular idignation very 
long. But when the system is enforced upon us by external fac- 
tors, well, then we shall all endure it cheerfully. 

More attention will be paid to genuine productivity; every 
enterprise will be compelled to operate efficiently or disappear; 
labor will have to back down on many of its inflated demands; 
capital will have to be content with smaller returns; waste will 
be nipped at every slightest indication; government payrolls will 
be pared drastically—in short, an economic revolution will take 
place. And from this, it is to be hoped, will emerge a sounder, 
more stable Israeli economy. 

This may be wishful thinking as we console ourselves in.time 
of stress, but serious economists assure me that there is much 
truth in it all.

Coitlege here was commended this week by the New England 
region of the American Jewish Congress for its action in defying 
the national body of the fraternity.

Bronstein reaffirmed the posi-

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REVIVAL OR WHAT? 


There seems to be, as is natural at this point, con- 
siderable confusion over the matter of whether there is or 
isn’t a revival of Judaism in progress at this point in the 
American Jewish community. 

In any such development, no precise, mathematical- 
kind answers are possible, and as a result we have opinions 
ranging from those who see what is happening as an empty, 
non-religious and only social movement to those who see 
the first signs of the kind of creative Jewish community 
which is the hope of every serious-minded Jew. 

Within this wide range of views, there necessarily has 
grown up a great deal of comment and analysis, much of 
it of little value because there has not been some kind of 
limitation on the scope of the discussion. 

Therefore, it might be helpful, if at this time, we seek 
to agree on certain postulates, which if acceptable might 
lead to more constructive criticism, and perhaps even give 
us some sense of where we are and what might be achieved. 


We might start out, therefore, by agreeing that we 
are far from the place where we can accurately say that 
the Jewish community is undergoing a revival of Judaism 
in America. 

We also ean stipulate by agreement that we have ar- 
rested the flight away from Judaism. In this connection, 
we might also not be far from fact if we said that in some 
areas we are laying the groundwork for a revival of Juda- 
ism. 

These are two generalizations which if agreed upon 
will rob the ammunition, which is plentiful we’ll concede, 
by those pessimists who by pointing to the ills and hypoc- 
ricies in present-day United States Jewish life, draw the 
erroneous conclusion that Judaism is in decline, and that 
the building of new synagogue edifices and the forming of 
new congregations is far divorced from any true religious 
import. 

We're inclined to be charitable with those who see 
only the slow decadence of the United States Judaism. God, 
with all His unlimited powers, had to take the Jews 
through the desert for 40 years in order to allow time for 
a new generation to grow up who did not know slavery. 

We’re going through a repeat process of the same 
nature. The same Jews who are at this moment thronging 
the night clubs and the race tracks in Miami Beach are not 
capable of true religious feeling. Their children will form 
the basis of the revived Judaism, which will be at once 
creative and indigenous to the American scene. 

But for our part, we aren’t even too critical of this 
generation which is not fit to enter the Promised Land. 
This generation has made possible the emergence of the 
new Jewish state, it is building the congregations, it has 
sense enough to know that it lacks something, and it is 
giving its children a Jewish education. ; 

Even Moses wasn’t permitted to enter the Promised 
Land. That means that you rabbis who are reading this 

‘editorial, you Jewish leaders who may be nodding your 
heads in agreement about the others—not yourself—and 
the writer of this editorial, because we are products of the 
environment in which our generation was reared, are not 
ptrmitted to feel true religious faith. 

Ours is an alloyed kind, mixed with doubt and a cer- 
tain supercilious disbelief. Our children’s children can be- 
lieve and will have faith. 

As for us, we will contribute our share if while we 
continue to criticize and to doubt we at the same time keep 
trying to build the foundation for the superstructure to 
come. Our Prophets, while they predicted doom, never 
failed to hold aloft the hope of future redemption. 


MORE ON ROSENWALD 


When Lessing Rosenwald got off the plane from his 
trip to Israel, POST reporter (in actuality he’s vice-presi- 
dent of The National Jewish POST, Inc.) Charles Roth 
was on hand to get his impressions and views following 
his precedent-shattering trip to Israel. 

There was no hiding the Rosenwalds’ enthusiasm. If 
any travelers to Israel were moved, it was the former pres- 
ident of the American Council for Judaism, and his wife. 

This was reflected in the interview published in The 
POST under Mr. Roth’s by-line. 

But by now it seems that Mr. Rosenwald’s old cronies 
and the professional Jew-haters have gotten hold of Mr. 
Rosenwald, and he is beginning to hedge. 

We might have suggested that for at least several 
months after his return there had been an agreement be- 
tween David Ben-Gurion and Mr. Rosenwald that no state- 
ments be issued. We’re sure Mr. Rosenwald would have 
agreed to this ordinary courtesy. 

But in any event, this is a plea to Mr. Rosenwald, to 
let his own nature assert itself. Let the Mr. Rosenwald 
who for many years was president of the Jewish charities 
in Philadelphia search his soul for the right path. 

What happens to Elmer Berger and the American 
Council for Judaism may be very important to Mr. Rosen- 
wald, but we would suggest in all humility that what hap- 
pens to Mr. Rosenwald is of even more importance to him. 

Ben-Gurion had faith in Mr. Rosenwald. We hope 
Mr. Rosenwald has faith in himself. 
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We have two pictures that come to mind 
im connection with my father, who was a 
patriarch of old who had stepped from the 
pages: of the Bible. 

One was of a i11- or 12-year-old boy 
tripping along every Saturday at the side of 
his father to services, My father’s long 
strides made two and three of mine, and 
every so often I had to run forward to keep 
abreast of him. 5 

The other picture we have is one that 
illustrates the kind of thinking that almost 
led to the extinction of the Jewish group in 
America, 

It was on one of the occasions when we 
were home from college. Just having studied 
Scholasticism, we asked our father in all sin- 
cerity, and with the vindictive kind of cruelty 
which is commonplace among the young, a 
question which was discussed seriously dur- 
ing the Middle Ages. 

Pa,” we would ask, “can God make a 
boulder bigger than He could push?” 

At: first, Pa would try to gather his 
thoughts and concentrate on what seemed to 
him to be an honest searching for an answer. 

But then as the kind of apikersus that 
motivated the question dawned on him, he 
would end up not so much in confusion, but 
in disappointment that from his loins had 
sprung the kind of so-called human being 
that could make fun of what to him was the 
most serious thing in the world. 

To me, in later years, came the regret 
not so much that I was a disbeliever, because 
we all went through that period, but that I 
did not have the kind of respect for my father 
that any son should have. 

My father was hardly a scintillating per- 
son. But from him I have learned tolerance 
of people, because he had every other trait 


which was admirable. He was as scrupulously 
honest as one could possibly be. He had the 
kind of integrity that you write books about, 
He was no hero, but he was heroic in his 
firm adherence to all the traits which the 
world holds admirable. He was a Frank 
Merriwell or a Horatio Alger, without the 
miracles. 

For all my adult life, he and my mother, 
of blessed memory, disagreed with my chosen 
profession. By dint of sacrifice and hard 
labor, and adherence to the most prudent 
kind of investing, they had amassed a con- 
siderable amount of wealth, and they never 
forgave me for not going into his business 
instead of journalism. In the years when 
The POST steadily lost more and more money, 
he never forgot or forgave me. 

As The POST became the leading Jewish 
paper of its kind, and word came to him 
of its growing recognition, he mellowed until 
he learned of the mounting deficits. Then 
when The POST finally got into the clear, it 
was a race against time with me to show 
him that, finally, even financial returns were 
possible in Jewish journalism. 

For his last year, I strove to bring to him 
the feeling that things were good at The POST, 
I hope he realized it, but I doubt so. 

I. Cohen died Saturday night, while the 
plane which was rushing me from Indianap. 
olis was still in flight. He lived a full life, 
He was a pillar of Judaism, studying as long 
as his feeble legs would take him to the 
synagogue. He instilled in me respect for 
Orthodox Jews. 

We can only hope that his example of 
Jewish living will be an inspiration to his 
children and grandchildren as it has been 
in the days of this one of his sons who 
wasn’t worthy of even touching him.

Each As His Heart 
Maketh Him Willing

The sedra tells us that Moses asked the 
Children of Israel for gifts of precious ma- 
terials with which Bezallel might build the 
first tabernacle, the response — completely 
voluntary — was so magnificent that an an- 
nouncement had soon to be made that no 

«« More gifts would be ac- 
-. cepted. The Temple build- 
ers simply had more gold, 
silver, copper, brass, textiles, 
‘skins, wood and jewels than 
they knew how to use. 

This was never to hap- 
pen again! There is no re- 
corded instance where build- 
ers of a sanctuary in Israel 
have had to make a public 
announcement to the effect 





Weinstein 
that no further gifts would be accepted, 
Quite to the contrary, the Temples and syna- 
gogues which are free of debt, or whose in- 
come is sufficient to their needs, can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 

Necessity made Moses the wisest sanctu- 


ary builder of all time. He built an ample, 
ornate tent which could be struck and moved 
as the people journeyed, Only the Penta- 
costal Evangelists follow that splendid ex- 
ample. 

MOST OTHER temples remain rooted to 
their foundations, while the congregations of 
Israel, like all urban populations, are on the 
move from the west side to the east side, 
from north to south, from loop center to 
suburb, and from near suburb to far, 

The temple or the synagogue which was 
built in the early decades of the present cen- 
tury as a symbol of the Jew’s at-homeness in 
America and in grandiose gratitude for his 
prosperity has hardly been broken in and 
must nevertheless be abandoned or sold for 
a fraction of its cost to some humbler con- 
gregation. Then tents of Shem become often 
the palaces of Ham and new or practically 
new houses of worship, like second - hand 
clothes, are picked up by bargain - hunting 
preachers who hope that mahogany altars 
hallowed by Scriptural mottoes will stimu- 
late the quality and quantity of offerings at 
the time the collection plate makes its sacred 
rounds. 

THE NEW SUBURBAN temples do not 
rely upon the collection plate — the real 
guarantor of free-will giving. They depefd 
on dues and assessments and all too often 
build their financial structure on the proposi- 
tion that each generation should take care of 
its own religious needs. 

This is fallacious reasoning. No other in- 


stitution, based on voluntary taxation, exists 
from hand to mouth, There is hardly a uni- 
versity, a private library, a museum, or an 
art institute that is not endowed. Income 
from endowments account for at least 50 per 
cent of the current needs of these institutions. 

Very few temples are so favored. Rare 
indeed are the instances where temples or 
synagogues are the beneficiaries of generous 
bequests in wills. 

There is a danger, of course, that well- 
endowed synagogues might become smug or 
lethargic. It is a calculated risk. But it is 
one that many rabbis and temple presidents 
would gladly take. It might free the rabbi 
for some creative scholarship or some inten- 
sive pastoral leadership. It would enable a 
wider and freer selection of members of the 
board and, happily, might permit the board 
members to discuss the form and substance 
of Judaism rather than the perpetual tech- 
niques of ways and means.

NON-JEW OBJECTS; SAYS | 
JUDGMENT OBJECTIONABLE 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

J have been reading The POST 
at the firm where I work. 

I .have read. the message of 
Rabbi Eisendrath, “A Rabbi 
Looks at Christmas,” and sub- 
sequent letters of criticism. 

it is in reference to. one: of 
these letters, that I  write—a 
Mr. Jacob 
Sarna (printed: in The POST, 
Feb. 8, '57). 

Mr. Sarna’s statement was 
this: “Surely, he should know 
from history, medieval and re- 
cent, that Christian Jew-hatred 
is an integral and inseparable 
part of their faith...” 

My objection to this state- 
ment, a personal and dutiful 
objection, is made in fear that 
it may express the feelings of 
many Jews toward Christianity. 
With just a little thought, I 
believe any person with that 
opinion would retract it, 


How does a _ person rightly 
judge any matter to be an in- 
tegral part of any faith?

NEW YORK (NJP)—The case of Rabbi Pinchas Teitz “points 
up again the unsavory situations created by the fact that kashrut 
supervision in this country is very profitable business,” Dr. Trude 
Weiss-Rosmarion told The POST this week.
